And What Have You

As we do each year at this time 
we would urge you to attend the 
Annual Banquet of the Hamlin 
Board of Community Development 
tonight. This is your organization 
and it needs your support. 


Over the years we have heard 
many grumble about what this 
organization does or does not do, 
but basically it does all it can do 
with the limited support it receives. 
Hamlin, like most communities 
regardless of size, has a great 
many people that expect great 
things but never seem to want to do 
their fair share. 


It is easy to say what should be 
done but it is another m atter when 
it comes time to get someone to do 
the job. 
A good yardstick to 
measure this by is for each of us to 
stop and reflect on just how much 
time and effort we spent this past 
year helping to make Hamlin a 
better place to live. 


How much of your time did you 
give to the community through its 
churches, its civic organizations, 
its BCD, its United Way, its youth 
programs, etc? If everyone spent 
as much time as you did would 
Hamlin be better or worse off than 
it is? 


Among the many projects in 
Hamlin that needs your support is 
the current fund drive by the 
Hamlin Cemetery Association to 
create an Endowment Trust Fund. 
It is the goal of the trustees of this 
organization to raise a total of 
$150,000 to place the local cemetery 
on a perpetual care basis. 


Like most all cemeteries that are 
not on perpetual care, the Hamlin 
Cemetery has been one constant 
struggle over the years. A recent 
mailing by the trustees indicates 
that 
the 
A ssociation 
was 
established in 1907 and after 69 
years of various m eans of raising 
money and working, the overall 
condition of the cemetery has 
worsened due to people moving 
away, others who have become 
indifferent or physically unable to 
care for their lot and due to in­ 
flation. 
From studying like-endowed 
cemeteries, it is believed by the 
tru stees that incom e from a 
$150,000 endowment 
trust fund 
would take care of the needs of this 
cemetery. The trust funds paid in 
would never be spent but would be 
invested and the income generated 
would be used to keep up the 
cemetery. 
As a guideline only, the trustees 
point out that $1,000 placed in the 
fund would provide about $60 a 
year which would take care of a 
fair share of the cleaning and care 
of the streets, trees, shrubs, fence 
rows, etc., as well as a plot. 
The Endowment Trust fund as of 
January 5, has accumulated $44,750 
and the trustees are seeking to 
raise 
the additional $105,250 
needed. 
Those who are interested in this 
project should mail their con­ 
tributions to the Hamlin Cemetery 
Association, Box 383, Hamlin or 
contact any member of the Board 
of Trustees. These trustees are:

This organization needs your 
support in this endeavor regardless 
of the amount. If you are unable to 
make a large contribution to the 
trust fund at this time then please 
consider making a small con­ 
tribution monthly, quarterly or 
yearly. 
Remember, if Hamlin is your 
home then the care of the cemetery 
should be your concern just as 
much as it is the concern of these 
nine trustees who are giving freely 
of their time.

Garden Check List 


Garden Check List for 
February by County Ex­ 
tension Agent Kirby Clayton. 
1. Time to apply a dormant 
oil spray to pecan, peach and 
plum trees to control scale 
and phylloxera. Also ef­ 
fective for scale on euonymus 
and 
other 
broadleafed 
evergreens subject to scale 
injury. Follow instructions on 
container label carefully. 
Spray when temperatures 
are mild — under 75 degrees 
and no freeze predicted for at 
least 8 hours. 
2. Beware of the door-to- 
door self styled tree surgeon 
who seldom knows one tree 
from another. 
3. The January 7 freeze has 
damaged many plants 
in 
some areas of the State. Be in 
no hurry to prune until late 
February or early March. By 
then buds should be swelling 
and it will be easier to 
distinguish the damaged 
tissue. 
4. Fertilize any freeze 
damaged trees and shrubs 
late this month to help 
promote new growth and 
healing of damaged tissue. 
Broadcast a fertilizer with a 
high nitrogen content beneath 
the branch spread of the plant 
and 3 to 6 feet beyond. Use at 
the same rate recommended 
for the spring lawn ap­ 
plication. 
Water 
in 
thoroughly. 
5. E ssential to provide 
adequate moisture to plants 
that 
may 
have sustained 
freeze 
dam age. 
Sup­ 
plemental irrigation should 
be provided during any dry 
period throughout the spring 
and summer. 
6. 
Don’t prune spring 
flowering trees and shrubs 
such as spireaek, azalea and 
flowering quince until after 
they finish blooming. 
7. When pruning shrubs 
follow these steps: 
A. Prune out any dead or 
damaged branches first. 
B. Thin out by removing 
about one-third of the canes 
or stems at ground level 
selecting the oldest canes 
only. 
C. Shape the rest of the 
plant but don’t cut everything 
back to the same height. 
8. Prune hybrid-tea roses 


in late February to induce 
new 
growth 
and 
spring 
bloom. 
Remove 
the 
top 
growth to 12 to 18 inches 
above ground, retaining 4 to 6 
healthy canes. Delay pruning 
climbing roses until after 
their major flush of bloom. 
9. Don’t delay selecting 
plants needed in the land­ 
scape as stocks in 
local 
nurseries are usually in their 
best condition at this time. 
Select plants only if needed. 
One can soon overplant the 
landscape if not careful. 
10. Time to select and order 
dahlia tubers for March 
planting. 
11. 
Time to plant cool 
season 
annuals 
as 
calen­ 
dulas, 
hollyhocks, 
cone- 
flowers, and nasturtiums. 


12. This is a good time to 
select and plant any rose 
bushes you may need to 
replace those empty spots in 
your rose bed. 
13. If you didn’t repair and 
tune up the power garden 
equipment when you stored 
them for the winter, better 
get it done now before the 
repair 
shops 
become 
swamped. 
14. Take time to clean and 
sharpen handtools if you 
haven’t done so already. 
15. Fertilize pansies once 
again for continued flow­ 
ering. Don’t forget to water 
when needed. 
16. Seeds to plant for early 
flowers include alyssum , 
petunia, calendula, snap­ 
dragon and nasturtiums. 
17. When planting bare-root 
trees (especially pecans) 
remember the 5 to 60 foot 
tree will usually become 
established and out-grow the 
larger sizes, all other things 
being equal. 
18. Be sure to read 
that 
pesticide label again before 
using any pesticide. You may 
have forgotten the details 
regarding its use since you 
used it the last time. 
19. Prepare beds now for 
planting 
vegetables 
and 
flowers next month. 
20. Apply 15 to 20 pounds of 
12-12-12 or similar fertilizer 
per 1000 square feet of lawn 
area in late February or 
early March. If using other 


available 
fertilizer 
for­ 
mulations. follow instructions 
on the bag. 
21. Consult MP-1207, An­ 
nual Flowers in the Home 
Landscape for a complete list 
of annuals suitable for Texas. 
Texas. 
22. Tender plants may still 
need protection. Be prepared 
to cover if cold weather is 
forecast.
